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Missed and met deadlines focus of Curagao meeting 


AIRPORT—The list of tasks 
to be completed before 
country status canbe attained 
by St. Maarten is long and 
can even be described as 
daunting, but Constitutional 
Affairs Commissioner Sarah 
Wescot-Williams says all 
eyes are on the prizes and 
goals will be met. 

Meeting goals has been a 
challenge for St. Maarten. 
Several deadlines listed 


in the Westin Resort 
Agreement of November 
24, 2008, have not been 
met for various reasons, but 
the Commissioner does not 
expect this will slow the 
constitutional train, as talks 
with the Central and Dutch 
Governments continue in 
Curasao later this week. 

The April 1 deadline for the 
Island Government to make 
a takeover offer to Central 


Government employees 
working in St. Maarten 
will be missed, because 
all needed information has 
not been received from the 
Central Government, the 
Commissioner told The 
Daily Herald. 

Deadlines have also been 
affected by Parliament, 
because the legislative 
body is still to ratify law 
proposals to allow the 


transfer of employees from 
the Central to the Island 
Government. How soon 
the law proposals will be 
handled by parliament is an 
answer that should be had 
from this week’s meetings. 
The transfer, if agreed on 
by all parties, can take place 
without the formalising of 
the amendments as a means 
of keeping the process on 
track, the Commissioner 


said. If this is done, 
Parliament can make the 
transfer officially at a later 
date. 

St. Maarten met the 
January deadline for 
the completion of the 
organisation of Country St. 
Maarten. This plan outlines 
the government structure 
through ministries. 
Wescot-Williams and her 
delegation comprising 
politicians and technocrats 
left Monday afternoon for 
the Political Steering Group 
meeting in Curasao on 
Wednesday and Thursday. 
The Commissioner and 
advisors will have another 
round of talks with the 
Council of Ministers 
today, Tuesday. A similar 
meeting took place via 
video conference last week 
Friday. 

A joint session with the 
Curasao Island Government 
and the Council of 
Ministers is also planned. 
A preparatory meeting for 
the political steering group 
gathering also will take 
place. 

The official agenda for the 
steering group meeting still 
has to be finalised, but the 
Netherlands Antilles Safety 
Plan, as promised by Dutch 
State Secretary of Kingdom 
Relations A nk Bijleveld- 
Schouten in February, and 
funds for justice projects 
will be featured items.Q

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Wall Street gives up some ground after huge gains

NEW YORK - A stock drop 
is never reassuring — except 
when it could have been worse. 
The Dow Jones industrial 
average shed 115 points, or 1.5 
percent Tuesday. But it also 
held on to 382 of the 498 points 
it racked up a day earlier. 
Anyone with a 401(k) would 
have liked to see the rally 
continue. Market analysts said, 
though, that a pullback was 
expected given the massive 
gains Wall Street logged the day 
before when the government 
released plans to remove bad 
loans from banks’ books. 

“We’ll take that trading pattern 
any time,” said Arthur Hogan, 
chief market analyst at Jefferies 
& Co. He said he came into 
work anticipating the Dow 
to drop as much as 2 percent 
Tuesday after the index jumped 
6.8 percent Monday — its 
biggest gain since late October. 
The Dow was up more than 
1,200 points after hitting nearly 
12-year lows on March 9, and 
there was little in a way of 
positive economic or corporate 
data Tuesday to lift stocks 
further. 

If Wall Street gets more good 
news, stocks could resume their 
rise. But if it doesn’t, the rest of 
Monday’s rally, and then some, 
could be wiped out. Investors 
have been cautious, recalling 
the 20 percent rise between 
late November and January 
that fizzled, with stocks then 
tumbling to new lows on fears 
about the economy and banking 
system. 

Later this week, some big 
economic reports are scheduled 
to come out: durable goods 
for February, a revised fourth- 
quarter gross domestic product 
number, and personal income 
and spending for February. 
And next month, first-quarter 
earnings reports start pouring 
in. 

Thomas J. Lee, a stock market 
analyst at JPMorgan, said 
the market’s ability to hang 
on to most of its rally was 
encouraging. But, he added, 
“This has definitely been a 
show-me market.” 

The Dow fell 115.89, or 1.5 
percent, to 7,659.97. The index 
fell in early trading, rose briefly 
in afternoon trading, and then 
turned lower again. 

Broader stock indicators also 
tumbled. The Standard & 


Poor’s 500 index fell 16.63, or 
2 percent, to 806.25, and the 
Nasdaq fell 39.25 points, or 2.5 
percent, to 1,516.52. 

Before the market’s 
retrenchment Tuesday, stocks 
had spiked about 20 percent 
over the course of 10 days on 
actions out of Washington and 
nascent signs of economic 
renewal. 

Recent reports on retail sales, 
housing starts and inflation 
have all topped traders’ bleak 
expectations. Last week, the 
Fed said it would buy long-term 
government debt to help drive 
down interest rates for home 
loans and credit cards. And 
the government sparked new 
hopes for further improvement 
Monday after it detailed plans 
for a mix of taxpayer and private 
money to help banks get rid of 
up to $1 trillion in bad loans 
from their books. 

Investors again looked to 
Washington for direction on 
Tuesday, but got few additional 
details. 

Federal Reserve Chairman 
Ben Bemanke and Treasury 
Secretary Timothy Geithner 
made a rare joint appearance 
at a congressional hearing to 
testify over bonuses at American 
International Group Inc. 
Geithner called on Congress to 
provide him with greater power 
to safely dismantle big financial 
companies like AIG that pose 
risks to the economy. 

The bulk of Tuesday’s market 
retreat was in financial stocks 
— the companies that have 
been rising the most recently. 
Citigroup Inc. fell 3.5 percent 
Tuesday; Bank of America 
Corp. fell 7.2 percent; 
JPMorgan Chase & Co. fell 8.6 
percent; and American Express 
Co. fell 3.8 percent. These four 
Dow components had surged 
on Monday. 

The problems in the overall 
economy are bad for banks: The 
unemployment rate sits at 8.1 
percent, the highest level since 
the punishing recession of the 
early 1980s. And housing prices 
continue to fall, putting more 
homeowners at risk of owing 
more on their homes than they 
are worth. Rising numbers of 
people out of work or behind on 
mortgages could further imperil 
bank assets. 

It also won’t be easy to wean 
the economy from a diet of 
excessive debt. Some businesses 
and consumers are struggling 
to pay down what they owe. 


They’re cutting spending, 
which is hurting other parts of 
the economy. Phil Orlando, 
chief equity market strategist 
at Federated Investors in New 
York, said many traders are 
pleased by the government’s 
plan to help banks but said that 
signs of an improving economy 
will be needed for the market to 
hold its gains. Q

White House steps up 
anti-cartel fight on border

WASHINGTON (AP) — The U.S. is sending 
more money, technology and manpower to help 
Mexico fight drug cartels and keep violence 
from spilling across the southwestern border, 
Obama administration officials said Tuesday. 
Secretary of State Hillary Rodham Clinton 
plans to travel to Mexico on Wednesday for the 
start of several weeks of high-level meetings 
between the two countries on the drug violence 
issue. Homeland Security Secretary Janet 
Napolitano and Attorney General Eric Holder 
are expected to meet with Mexican officials in 
early April. 

Violent turf battles among the cartels have 
wreaked havoc in Mexico in recent years 
and led to a spate of kidnappings and home 
invasions in some U.S. cities. 

The Obama administration’s multi-agency 
plan includes nearly 500 agents and support 
personnel. However, officials did not say where 
the additional agents would come from or how 
long they would stay at the border. 

Napolitano said officials were still considering 
whether to deploy the National Guard to the 
Arizona and Texas borders with Mexico, which 
the governors had requested. 

Deputy Attorney General David Ogden said 
the combined efforts of the U.S. and Mexican 
governments would “destroy these criminal 


organizations.” 

Rep. Lamar Smith, the senior Republican on 
the House Judiciary Committee, said he was 
happy to see the administration getting more 
aggressive with the cartels, but he worried 
about what would see less attention in the U.S. 
“I am concerned that when you’re taking almost 
500 law enforcement agents from one place 
to another, wherever place they’re leaving is 
going to be understaffed and will mean that 
some laws are not being enforced,” said Smith, 
who is from the border state of Texas. 
Authorities said they will increase the number 
of immigrations and customs agents, drug 
agents and antigun trafficking agents operating 
along the border. The government also will 
allow federal funds to be used to pay for local 
law enforcement involved in southwestern 
border operations, and send more U.S. officials 
to work inside Mexico. 

Prosecutors say they will make a greater effort 
to go after those smuggling guns and drug 
profits from the U.S. into Mexico. 

Napolitano acknowledged that the fight against 
the drug cartels is not just in Mexico but in the 
U.S. where the drugs are sold. 

“This is a supply issue, and it’s a demand 
issue,” she said. To address the demand, she 
cited funding set aside for drug courts in the 
recent stimulus package.

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Insurers offer to stop charging sick people more

WASHINGTON - The health 
insurance industry offered 
Tuesday for the first time to 
curb its controversial practice 
of charging higher premiums 
to people with a history of 
medical problems. 

The offer from America’s 
Health Insurance Plans and the 
Blue Cross and Blue Shield 
Association is a potentially 
significant shift in the debate 
over reforming the nation’s 
health care system to rein in 
costs and cover an estimated 
48 million uninsured people. 
It was contained in a letter to 
key senators. 

In the letter, the two insurance 
industry groups said their 
members are willing to 
“phase out the practice of 
varying premiums based on 
health status in the individual 
market” if all Americans are 
required to get coverage. 

“The offer here is to transition 
away from risk rating, which 
is one of the things that makes 
life hell for real people,” 
said health economist Len 
Nichols of the New America 
Foundation public policy 
center. “They have never in 
their history offered to give 
up risk rating.” 

Insurers are trying to head off 
the creation of a government 
insurance plan that would 
compete with them, something 
that liberals and many 
Democrats are pressing for. 
To try to win political support, 
the industry has already made 
a number of concessions. Last 
year, for example, insurers 
offered to end the practice 
of denying coverage to sick 
people. They also said they 
would support a national goal 
of restraining cost increases. 
The latest offer goes beyond 
that. 

Insurance companies now 
charge very high premiums 


to people who are trying 
to purchase coverage as 
individuals and have a history 
of medical problems, such as 
diabetes or skin cancer. Even 
if such a person is offered 
coverage, that individual is 
often unable to afford the high 
premiums. About 7 percent of 
Americans buy their coverage 
as individuals, while more 
than 60 percent have job- 
based insurance. 

“This changes everything,” 
said Karen Ignagni, president 
of America’s Health Insurance 
Plans, the leading trade group. 
“When you have everyone 
in the system, and you can 
bring (financial) assistance to 
working families, then you 
can move away health status 
rating.” 

The companies left themselves 
several outs, however. The 


letter said they would still 
charge different premiums 
based on such factors as age, 
place of residence, family size 
and benefits package. 

And importantly, the industry 
did not extend to small 
businesses their offer to stop 
charging the sick higher 
premiums. Small employers 
who offer coverage can see 
their premiums zoom up from 
one year to the next, even 
if just one worker or family 
member gets seriously ill. 
Ignagni said the industry is 
working on separate proposals 
for that problem. 

“We are in the process of 
talking with small business 
folks across the country,” 
she said. “We are well on 
the way to proposing a series 
of strategies that could be 
implemented for them.”

Gainesville, Florida, votes on gay rights

GAINESVILLE, Florida (AP) — Voters 
in this university city are deciding 
Tuesday whether to strike down the 
local government’s anti-discrimination 
protections for gay, lesbian, bisexual and 
transgender residents. 

The fight began after the city commission 
last year revised Gainesville’s anti- 
discrimination ordinance to protect 
transgender people — those who are 
born one sex but identify with the other. 
That allows the city’s approximately 100 
transgender residents to use the public 
restroom of their choice, along with 
protecting them from job and housing 


discrimination. 

The charter amendment on Tuesday’s 
ballot would void the city’s ordinances 
barring discrimination based on sexual 
orientation and gender identity. 

Those supporting repeal say their 
message has remained consistent: “Keep 
men out of women’s restrooms!” 

“That’s our motive, plain and simple,” 
said Jim Gilbert, a spokesman for 
Citizens for Good Public Policy. 

On the other side, a group known as 
Equality is Gainesville’s Business is 
campaigning for a “no” vote. It argues 
that the city ordinance does not need 
amending and that the transgender 
argument is really a screen for a larger 


attack on sexual minorities. Home to 
the University of Florida, Gainesville 
is generally considered a gay-friendly 
city surrounded by conservative north 
Florida. “This is about attacking the 
gay, lesbian, bisexual community and 
repealing protections that are in place,” 
said Joe Saunders, a spokesman for 
Equality is Gainesville’s Business. 

If passed, the measure would also 
prohibit the city from enforcing anti- 
discrimination laws that protect other 
categories of people not specified by 
the Florida Civil Rights Act, which 
recognizes race, color, creed, religion, 
gender, national origin, age, handicap, 
martial and familial status. □

In questioning before Congress 
to justify unprecedented 
bailout measures, Treasury 
Secretary Timothy Geithner 
and Federal Reserve chairman 
Ben Bernanke also faced 
grilling about their handling of 
one such company, American 
International Group Inc. The 
insurance colossus paid out 
big bonuses to employees even 
after sustaining record losses 
for a U.S. company and taking 
a whopping $180 billion in 
government assistance. 


Bernanke defended the 
action to prop up AIG, 
saying catastrophe loomed 
over the global economy if it 
collapsed. 

“Its failure could have 
resulted in a 193 Os-style 
global financial and economic 
meltdown, with catastrophic 
implications for production, 
income and jobs,” Bernanke 
said, referring to the decade of 
the Great Depression. 

Geithner told the House of 
Representatives panel that 
the worldwide financial crisis 
requires that he be granted 


unprecedented power — after 
consultation with the president 
and after securing backing 
from two-thirds of the Federal 
Reserve Board — enabling the 
Treasury Department to take 
control of a major financial 
institution like AIG and run 
it. 

Along with the new authority 
to regulate and, if necessary, 
take over giant financial 
companies whose collapse 
might endanger the broader 
economy, the administration 
wants increased oversight 
and controls of previously 
unregulated markets such 
as hedge and private equity 
funds. 

Obama told reporters after 
an Oval Office meeting with 
Australian Prime Minister 
Kevin Rudd that he was “very 
confident” the U.S. will work 
in concert with other nations 
to stabilize the global financial 
system. 

He also said that he hoped 
“it doesn’t take too long” to 
convince Congress to approve 
new authority. 

Obama heads to London next 
week for a meeting on the 
global crisis with the leaders 
of the Group of 20 major 
world economies. 

Last week, Obama signaled 


his administration would 
propose new financial industry 
oversight that includes a 
“resolution authority” with 
powers similar to those of the 
Federal Deposit Insurance 
Corp., which can seize control 
of banks, take over their bad 
assets and sell the good ones 
to competitors. 

Obama spoke even as he 
prepared for a televised 
prime-time news conference 
Tuesday night in which he 
will tell Americans and the 
country’s business community 
that excessive bonus and 
compensation payments are 
“of bygone days,” according 
to his spokesman. 

White House press secretary 
Robert Gibbs also said in 
television interviews Tuesday 
morning that the president will 
emphasize in opening remarks 
that all Americans — workers, 
investors and corporate titans 
— must understand their 
interdependence and work 
together to pull the country 
out of its worst financial and 
economic crisis in more than 
50 years. 

In an opening statement 
Bernanke sought to blunt 
congressional attacks on his 
handling of AIG by saying 
he had wanted to sue to stop 


the insurance giant from 
paying millions in bonuses, 
but was talked out of it by 
legal staff. They counseled, 
he said, against suing because 
Connecticut law provides for 
substantial punitive damages 
if the suit would fail. AIG’s 
financial products division 
has a base in Connecticut. 

The broad powers sought by 
Geithner would allow Treasury 
to set up a conservatorship 
or receivership for the ailing 
company. The government 
would have the power to take 
control of the firm and sell or 
transfer parts of it to reduce its 
risky position, the document 
said. The secretary also would 
be allowed to make loans, 
buy assets, guarantee loans 
and take equity stakes to help 
stabilize the company. 

He saidsuchpowers couldhave 
headed off the government’s 
need to bail out of AIG to the 
tune of more than $ 180 billion. 
The company recently paid at 
least $165 million in bonuses 
to employees who worked in a 
division that has been blamed 
for the insurance company’s 
near-collapse last year. The 
bonuses were paid even as 
AIG reported a stunning $62 
billion loss, the biggest in 
U.S. corporate history. 

The House last week voted 
overwhelmingly to slap 90 
percent taxes on the largest 
bonuses. Similar but more 
limited legislation is before 
the Senate. 

Still, White House support for 
using the tax code in such a 
fashion has been tepid at best. 
And Democrats seem to be 
moving off the concept. □

U.S. takes steps to deport 
alleged Nazi to Germany

CLEVELAND (AP) — The 
U.S. government said Tuesday 
it is asking German officials 
for travel documents needed 
to deport accused World War 
II Nazi guard John Demjanjuk, 
who is charged in Europe with 
29,000 counts of accessory to 
murder. 

Immigration and Customs 
Enforcement provided an e- 
mail to The Associated Press 
showing that it has contacted 
the German government in its 
effortto deportDemj anjuk, once 
accused but ultimately cleared 
of being a notorious guard at 
the Treblinka concentration 
camp in occupied Poland. 

The 8 8-year-old suburban 
Cleveland man was charged in 
Germany in March with crimes 
while working as a guard at 
Sobibor, a Nazi death camp in 
Poland. 

His son, John Demjanjuk Jr., 
said Tuesday that his father 
remains at home and is not in 
federal custody. 

The German warrant seeks 
the deportation or extradition 
of Demjanjuk, who denies 
involvement in any deaths. 
Prosecutors in Munich, 
Germany, said Demjanjuk will 
be formally charged in front of 
a judge once he is extradited. 
“In this capacity, he participated 
in the accessory to murder of 
at least 29,000 people of the 
Jewish faith,” the prosecutor’s 
office has said. It is handling 


the case because Demjanjuk 
spent time at a refugee camp in 
the area after the war. 

The suspect’s family has said 
he is in poor health and unable 
to travel. 

“My dad spent a few hours in 
the emergency room the other 
day,” John Demjanjuk Jr. said. 
“He is being treated for kidney 
stones at present.” 

He said his father has chronic 
kidney disease, along with 
other serious ailments. 

Kurt Schrimm, head of the 
special German prosecutors’ 
office that has hunted Nazis 
since 1958 and who asked 
Munich prosecutors to pursue 
Demj anjuk’s extradition, 

declined to comment Tuesday. 
Efraim Zuroff, the top Nazi 
hunter at the Simon Wiesenthal 
Center, a Los Angeles-based 
human rights organization, 
welcomed the development. 
“We’re very pleased that 
these steps are being taken 
to facilitate Demj anjuk’s 
extradition to Germany so that 
he can be tried and can be given 
an appropriate punishment 
for his heinous crimes during 
World War II,” Zuroff told The 
Associated Press by phone 
from Jerusalem. 

German Justice Ministry 
spokesman Ulrich Staudegle 
said he could not confirm that 
U.S. authorities had requested 
any specific documents, but 
reiterated that the German 
government was working 
closely with the U.S. to secure

Colombia’s U.S.-backed 
military has made significant 
inroads against the FARC 
since 2005, when 717 soldiers 
and police were killed in 
combat by Defense Ministry 
count. Last year, that number 
dropped to 373, by official 
count. 

Military analysts have 
speculated that the FARC 
could launch serious attacks 


this week, the one-year 
anniversary of the death 
of the rebel movement’s 
founding commander, Manuel 
Marulanda. 

Colombia’s news media

€ 10 million ($13.5 million) for 
the compensation for the first 
year, Morin said. The U.S. 
government, by comparison, 
has approved more than $1.38 
billion in compensation to 
victims of nuclear tests since 
the enactment of the Radiation 
Exposure Compensation Act 
in 1990. 

French army veteran 
Pierre Leroy recalled being 
present when a nuclear test 
explosion blasted through its 
containment structure and 
sent a radioactive cloud over 
the Sahara in 1962. 

“We were 19, 20 years old. 
They told us, ‘There are no 
risks, it’s not dangerous,”’ 
he said. “There were no 
precautions.” 

He described being worn 
down by years of subsequent 
government denials of 
negligence and refusals to 
compensate victims. 

“We’re not asking for the 
moon,” Leroy said. 

Some 150,000 people, 
including civilian and military 
personnel, were on site for the 
210 tests France carried out, 
both in the atmosphere and 
underground, in the Sahara 
Desert and the South Pacific 
from 1960-1996. 

But Morin said only a few 
hundred were likely to be 
eligible for compensation, 
which would be decided on a 
case-by-case basis and granted 
only to those who suffered 
health problems related to the 
tests. 

The bill will be presented in the 
coming months to parliament, 
and while it is likely to pass, 


victims’ groups are pushing to 
add amendments to broaden 
the number of people eligible. 
Descendants of victims who 
have since died would be 
entitled to apply for payouts, 
Morin said. 

Morin said anyone with health 
problems who resided near 
the test sites would be eligible 
to seek payouts under the bill 

— including Algerians, whose 
country won independence 
from France in 1962, after 
the nuclear test program had 
started. 

Algerian officials and activists 
hoped the move would 
encourage broader atonement 
and reparation — but held 
back praise while waiting to 
see the fine print of the draft 
law. Abderahmane Laksassi, 
the head of Algeria’s test 
victims association, called it “a 
good first step.” He estimated 
that some 10,000 people have 
suffered disease or material 
losses because of the tests 

— including tribes of nomads 
whose herds could have been 
exposed for years. 

Morin defended the need for 
the tests at the time when 
France was building up its 
nuclear arsenal during 
the Cold War. These tests 
“allowed us to obtain 
an independent force of 
dissuasion, guaranteeing 
the protection of our vital 
interests and allowing us to 
be a power respected in the 
world alongside the other 
permanent members of the 
U.N. Security Council,” 
Morin said. □

Centrist labor loins 
new Israeli government

JERUSALEM (AP) — Israel’s 
Labor Party voted Tuesday to 
join the incoming government 
of Benjamin Netanyahu, 
lending a moderate voice to a 
coalition dominated by hard 
liners and easing concerns of 
a head-on confrontation with 
Washington over Mideast 
peacemaking. 

Chants of “Disgrace! 
Disgrace!” echoed through the 
convention hall after Defense 
Minister Ehud Barak pushed 
through the proposal despite 
angry opposition from party 
activists who feared Labor 
would give only a superficial 
gloss to a government little 
interested in moving toward 
peace. 

Labor’s move gives 
Netanyahu’s coalition a 
majority of 66 in the 120-seat 
parliament. 

Labor’s decision, by a 680- 
507 vote, paves the way for 
a broader government than 
the narrow and hawkish 
one Netanyahu would 
otherwise have had to settle 
for, increasing his chances 
of gaining international 
acceptance. 

Barak was set to remain 


defense minister, a key position 
in the new Cabinet, that could 
allow Labor to promote peace 
efforts with the Palestinians. 
On the other hand, the 
expected appointment of 
Avigdor Lieberman as foreign 
minister could overshadow 
Barak’s input. Lieberman is 
widely perceived as a racist 
because of his demands that 
Israel’s minority Arabs take 
a loyalty oath or forfeit their 
citizenship. 

On Tuesday, Jewish extremists 
marched through the northern 
Israeli-Arab town of Umm el- 
Fahm, demanding residents 
show loyalty to Israel and 
setting off stone-throwing 
protests by Arab youths that 
police dispersed with stun 
grenades and tear gas. No 
serious injuries were reported, 
but residents denounced the 
march on one of Israel’s largest 
Arab communities. 

In Israel, the prime minister sets 
the tone for his government, 
and Netanyahu remains deeply 
skeptical about negotiations 
with the Palestinians. The 
past year of U.S.-backed talks 
have produced no discernible 
results, because the leadership 
of both sides appeared too 
weak to make the necessary 


concessions on vital issues 
like borders, refugees and 
settlements. 

Netanyahu claims the 
Palestinians are not ready 
for statehood and suggests 
economic development 

instead. The Palestinians 
reject that and have received 
the backing of Secretary of 
State Hillary Rodham Clinton. 
She emphasized several 
times during a visit here 
this month that the Obama 
administration’s goal is 
creation of a Palestinian state 
that would live in peace next 
to Israel. 

Tuesday’s contentious vote 
drove a wedge through Barak’s 
Labor party, opening the way 
for a possible split — if not 
now, then in the future. At least 
six of Labor’s 13 legislators 
were strongly opposed to 
joining Netanyahu’s team, 
and some may decide to leave 
the party and remain in the 
opposition. That could force 
Netanyahu to bring in at least 
one more hard-line party to 
cement his majority. 

Former Labor Party leader 
Amir Peretz stopped just short 
of declaring a split. “It will be 
hard for us to work together, 
and I assume the government 


and Benjamin Netanyahu 
aren’t deluding themselves 
that they’re going to get our 
support,” he said. 

Another option to bolster 
Netanyahu’s majority was that 
with Labor aboard, Foreign 
Minister Tzipi Livni might 
lead her Kadima Party into the 
new government, though she 
has resisted overtures up to 
now. Kadima won 28 seats in 
the Feb. 10 election, one more 
than Netanyahu’s Likud. 

A broader coalition would 
bring stability to the 
government because it would 
not be held hostage to the 
demands of smaller partners. 
It also would enjoy more

international credibility with 
some members committed to 
peace talks. 

Under the proposed coalition 
deal with Labor, Israel would 
draft a comprehensive plan for 
Mideast peace, resume peace 
talks and commit itself to 
existing peace accords, Labor 
officials said. 

Netanyahu has already signed 
coalition agreements with 
Yisrael Beitenu and Shas, 
two parties known for their 
tough policy lines toward the 
Palestinians, as is Netanyahu’s 
own Likud Party. Labor, 
in contrast, has been at the 
forefront of Mideast peace 
efforts. □

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Ichiro Suzuki delivers as Japan wins WBC title

LOS ANGELES (AP) — 
Seattle Mariners star Ichiro 
Suzuki hit a two-out, two- 
run single in the top of the 
10th inning as defending 
champion Japan beat reigning 
Olympic champion South 
Korea 5-3 Monday night to 
win its second straight World 
Baseball Classic title. 

The Japanese won the 
inaugural tournament three 


years ago, beating Cuba 10-6 
in the finals at San Diego. 
“Well, we represented Japan,” 
manager Tatsunori Hara said 
through a translator. “Day-by- 
day, the team evolved. 

“I felt like we could have 
scored more, but it was 
difficult for us to earn runs 
with the Korean defense.” 
Japan, which outhit South 
Korea 15-5, blew several 
scoring opportunities and 
stranded 14 runners. 


“We became No. 1 in the 
world,” Hara said. “The fact 
that two Asian countries were 
able to play against each other 
in the finals is something that 
we and the Koreans can be 
proud of.” 

The 35-year-old Suzuki, an 
eight-time All Star, is a .331 
hitter in eight seasons with 
the Mariners after starring in 
Japan. 

He tied Lou Gehrig’s major 
league record with his eighth 
straight season of at least 100 
runs and 200 hits last year. 
South Korea had tied the 
game at 3 with two outs in the 
bottom of the ninth on Lee 
Bum-ho’s run-scoring single 
off Japanese closer Yu Darvish 
(2-1), who got in trouble by 
issuing one-out walks to Kim 
Hyun-soo and Kim Tae-kyun, 
the 3-4 hitters in the lineup. 
Darvish struck out Choo 
Shin-soo before Lee lined a 
1-1 pitch into left field, with 
pinch-runner Lee Jong-wook 
scoring easily from second. 
Seiichi Uchikawa opened 
the 10th with a single, was 
sacrificed to second and took 
third on a single by Akinori 


Iwamura. After pinch-hitter 
Munenori Kawasaki popped 
out, Iwamura took second on 
defensive indifference. 

Suzuki managed to foul off 
a pitch after it had bounced 
before lining the eighth pitch 
of the at-bat from Lim Chang- 
yong (1-1) to center for his 
fourth hit. The Mariners’ star 
entered with a .211 average 
and three RBIs in eight 
previous games. 

Given the lead, Darvish 
worked around a leadoff walk 
to retire South Korea in the 
bottom of the 10th, setting off 
a wild celebration when he 
struck out Lee Jin-young to 
end the four-hour game. 
“Although there is regret, we 
did our best,” South Korean 
manager Kim In-sik said 
through an interpreter. “I 
myself have no dissatisfaction. 
We kept coming back.” 

Asked about allowing Suzuki 
to hit with two runners in 
scoring position instead of 
walking him intentionally, 
Kim replied: “I don’t know 
why the pitcher tried to pitch 
directly to Ichiro. I did not 
understand. In the end, it 


did not work out for us. The 
pitcher and the catcher did not 
communicate well in terms 
of their signs. And in the end, 
that led to the hit by (Suzuki). 
Of course I have a regret as to 
what happened.” 

Suzuki said he wasn’t surprised 
he wasn’t walked. 

“There was (Hiroyuki) 
Nakajima (on deck), and he is 
a batter you wanted to avoid,” 
Suzuki said. “So there was a 
possibility for the bases to be 
loaded, and I knew they would 
want to fight against that, so I 
wasn’t at all surprised.” 

After the medal presentations, 
the champions posed with 
the trophy behind a large 
Japanese flag that was laid out 
on the field, and then carried 
it around the entire stadium. 
Japanese fans stuck around 
Dodger Stadium for nearly an 
hour celebrating. 

Japan’s Daisuke Matsuzaka 
won the MVP award for the 
second straight time after 
going 3-0 — the same record 
he had in the first WBC. The 
Boston Red Sox right-hander 
had a 2.45 ERA in 14 2-3 
innings over three starts.□

Murray leads Hawks over T-wolves 


ATLANTA (AP) — Flip Murray scored a season- 
best 30 points while Mike Bibby and Joe Johnson 
each added 20 as the Atlanta Hawks won their 
season-high eighth straight home game, beating the 
Minnesota Timberwolves 109-97 on Monday night. 
It was Atlanta’s eighth win in nine games and the 
Hawks are 28-7 at Philips Arena. It was the fifth 
straight loss for the Timberwolves. 

The home streak is the longest for Atlanta since Nov. 
12, 1996-Feb. 12, 1997, when the Hawks won 20 in 
row. Atlanta has three tough ones at home starting 
Wednesday night against the San Antonio Spurs, 
then Friday night against Boston and Sunday against 
the Los Angeles Lakers. 

Randy Foye led Minnesota with 19 points, while 
Kevin Love added 17. 

Celtics 90, Clippers 77 

At Boston, Ray Allen scored 20 points and the 
Boston Celtics, sparked by an alley-oop dunk from 
Kevin Garnett, pulled away from the Los Angeles 
Clippers. 

Raj on Rondo added 14 points and seven assists, 
while Kendrick Perkins scored 12 points and had 13 
rebounds for Boston (54-18). 

Garnett played 18 minutes, hitting all five field-goal 
attempts while scoring 12 points. He added two 
rebounds and two assists in his third game back since 
missing 13 with a sprained right knee. 

Magic 106, Knicks 102 

At New York, Dwight Howard had 29 points and 
14 rebounds, Hedo Turkoglu led a big fourth- 
quarter rally, and the Orlando Magic tuned up for 
a showdown with Boston by beating the New York 
Knicks. 


Turkoglu scored 12 of his 16 points in the final period 
for the Magic, who now need one win to clinch their 
second straight Southeast Division title. That could 
come Wednesday, when they host the Celtics in a 
game where second place in the Eastern Conference 
will be at stake. 

Orlando is a game behind Boston for the No. 2 seed. 
Courtney Lee scored 22 points on some clutch free 
throws shooting for the Magic, who have won three 
in a row, the last two coming in a sweep of a home- 
and-home series with the Knicks. 

Nate Robinson scored 19 for New York, which 
dropped its fifth straight in a late-season collapse 
after entertaining hopes of a playoff spot a week 
ago. 

At Miami, Dwyane Wade scored 27 points to top 
his own Miami single-season record, plus added 
eight assists as the Heat easily beat the Memphis 
Grizzlies. 

Wade now has 2,064 points this season, 24 more than 
his previous best, set in the 2005-06 championship 
season. He got the record on a layup 2 minutes 
into the game, part of an 11-0 start that got Miami 
rolling. 

Michael Beasley had 17 points and nine rebounds, 
Udonis Haslem scored 11 points and Jamaal 
Magloire finished with 10 points and a season-high 
12 rebounds for Miami. 

O.J. Mayo scored 21 for the Grizzlies, who started 
a four-game road trip by losing for the 17th time in 
19 games. Rudy Gay was held to eight for Memphis, 
matching his third-lowest output this season.

LITTLE ROCK, Arkansas (AP) 
— George Kell, a Hall of Fame third 
baseman who outdueled Ted Williams 
for the 1949 American League batting 
title , died on Tuesday. He was 86.

Kell 
played 15 seasons in the AL, hitting 
more than .300 nine times and compiling 
a career average of .306. 

He was a 10-time Major League Baseball 
All-Star. Kell played from 1943-1957 
with the Philadelphia Athletics, Detroit 
Tigers, Boston Red Sox, Chicago White 
Sox and Baltimore Orioles. 

He batted more than .300 each year from 
1946-53. He played for the Tigers during 
his batting duel with Williams. 

After he retired, Kell broadcast Tigers 
games from 1959 to 1996. 

Kell grew up in Swifton and lived in 
the same house from his birth to when 
it burned down in 2001, then was rebuilt 
on the same land.Q
